1) Basildon Council Development Control Committee Agenda (24 Jan 
2006) give planning process details re Dale Farm 

We have three appeals a) Judicial Review (Lomax) of Basildon's 
decision to spent £2. 9m evicting, b) appeal (Cox) against refusal of 
planning permission on seven yards at the centre of Dale Farm (call 
Jimmy Slattery 07796123201 for more on this If needed), c) appeal 
against Ruth Kelly's decision (Cox). 

2) Report by Leader of the Council Malcolm Buckley (14 July 2005) 
show the financial difficulties they face over the proposed eviction. 

Do you think Basildon/ Dale Farm residents could make a complaint 
to the Audit Commissions re this expenditure being "disproportionate”? 
Could you draft such a complaint in the required official language for 
Kathleen McCarthy, Richard and others to sign? 

3) Letter to English Partnerships setting the ball rolling for a Planning 
Application for caravan park on their land. 

4) You might like to contact Cliff and Janie Codona, who are no far 
from you In Norfolk. Janie is now a commissioner with the Commission 
for Racial Equality and Cliff is one of two UK representatives on the 
European Roma and Travellers Forum in Strasbourg (the other is Kay 
Beard of the UK Association of Gypsy Women 01928787570
